DERED 11:30, ARRIVED 
AT 6:00 P. M. 

Work on Construction Will Be Pushed 
to the Limit 

The bids for the installation of the 
ornamental street lighting system 
were opened and the contract let Mon¬ 
day. The highest bid was $2,500.00 
by a Los Angeles concern and the 
lowest $1890.00 by the Sierra Madre 
Electric company, who was awarded 
the contract. 

It may be explained that this home 
company had previously offered to 
furnish the material at cost plus 10 
per cent for transportation and waste 
and their bid was made on this basis. 
Also the manager, Mr. G I. Farman, 
makes no charge for his own personal 
labor, hence the low figures. 

The contract was signed at 10:30 
Monday morning and the order for 
material given at 11:30 m. At 4:00 
p. m. the material was on its way to 
Sierra Madre on big trucks and at 
6:30 p. m. was delivered here. 

On July 16 the News first asked 
the public for money to build this sy - 
tern and Aug. 23, five weeks later, 
work had commenced. This certainly 
is a fine testimonial to the big heart¬ 
ed public spirited citizens of Sierra 
Madre, and the News wishes to thank 
all of you for the moral as well as 
financial support that has made this 
effort successful. 

Must Have More Money 

Hoewevr, we are not yet out of the 
hole. Some of the non-resident own¬ 
ers have not paid a cent and some of 
the buildings are empty with no ten¬ 
ants to pay their share, and in addi¬ 
tion City Engineer Mackerras has 
made a survey of the streets and or¬ 
dered one more light in the Kersting 
block than we figured on. so that the 
system will have thirteen lights in¬ 
stead of twelve. This additional 
light will bring the expense up to 
about $2000. Because of thi. and all 
of these reasons we must have about 
$200 more. Only a trifle of $1.00 each 
for 200 people, $2.00 each for 100 
people, $5.00 each for 40 or $10 each 
for only 20 people. Figure it out any 
way you like and then bring or send 
your subscription to the News office 
or the First National bank. Give 
what you like, but give something. 
Don’t depend on the other fellow do¬ 
ing it and don’t wait for the editor 


to “hold you up” on the street. 

When the ornamental lights are 
shining, in about four weeks, you will 
point to them with a great deal more 
pr: le if you have contributed at least 
a trifle toward their cost.

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Repairing Rim Cuts, 


Rim cuts are often given up 
ns hopeless by the car owner, 
but they can be repaired In the 
following manner: Drill a series 
of holes on each side of the 
break at Intervals of three- 
eights of an inch and far enough 
from the edge so that they will 
not pull out. Lace the holes 
with a cord made of six strands 
of braided hsh line or any braid¬ 
ed cord about 3-32 of an inch in 
diameter. » Soak this lacing in 
paraffin or wax to make it wa¬ 
terproof and then thread it 
through the first hole, wind It 
around the bead, through the 
second hole and so on. Let six 
inches of the cord hang over on 
each end for tucking away. Fi¬ 
nally place a blowout patch over 
(he lacing Inside the shoe to pro¬ 
tect the tube against Injury.

PACIFIC COAST GOOD ROADS 


Interest Center* Particularly In High, 
way Extending From California 
to Washington. 


(By HERBERT NUNN. State Highway 
Engineer of Oregon.) 

The Pacific coast is particularly In¬ 
terested in mtr national highway; that 
is the Pacific coast highway extending 
from California to Oregon and Wash¬ 
ington. This when completed will have 
approximate length of some 1,400 
miles, and the large part of it Is now 
completed or nearing completion. 

Mr. Fletcher of California staled to 
me that his state had completed 525 
tulles, extending from Los Angeles 
north to Sacramento, and we are now 
under contract to complete the road. 
Oregon now has under contract on this 
road some 4(H) miles of construction, 
all of which will be completed by the 
middle of next year, 2(H) miles of which 
will be paved and the rest macadam 
or gravel, Washington has completed 
this road to Seattle, and next year Its 
entire length will be complete. 

I am unable to say at this time Just 
how much money was expended dur¬ 
ing the year 1010 In the three states, 
but In Oregon approximately $ 7 , 000 , 
000 was expended. The three states, 
however, are pretty well fixed finan¬ 
cially. 

California has a new bond Issue for 
$40,000,000 and previously has ex¬ 
pended some $83,000,000. Oregon has 
some $32,000,000 available and roads 
to cost $19,000,000 to $20,0tH),(HH) under 
construction. Washington has less 
money. They failed to carry the bond 
Issue there this year, hut have betwet n 
$8,000,000 and $0,000,000 available for 
next year. 

The eastern connections with the Pa¬ 
cific highway nre the Santa Fe trail, 
the Lincoln highway, and the Midland 
road. I think the Santa Fe In pretty 
well cared for. It connects with south¬ 
ern California. In Oregon we are con¬ 
necting with the southern highway 
and with the Columbia river highway.

Leak* In Water System Cause Exces¬ 
sive Heatingj-Wrong Ignition Tim¬ 
ing Will Result in Quick Jump 
of Temperature. 


Overheating Is a rather common 
complaint in summer, and some- 
limps, while no serious results oc¬ 
cur, the motorist Is delayed on the 
rond and often required to spend no 
little time endeavoring to determine 
the exact cause. Because there are 
numerous causes, every owner should 
be familiar with the more common 
ones. 

All makes of cars but two are wa¬ 
ter-cooled. Naturally, in such en¬ 
gines partial depletion of the water 
system means an overheated engine. 
This Is more particularly the case with 
thermo-siphon cooled engines, which 
require a complete circuit of water. 
It Is therefore a good plan for the 
owner of a car with thermo-siphon 
cooled engine to spp that the radiator 
always Is full. In a pump-cooled en¬ 
gine there Is more force back of the 
water and a lower level may be car¬ 
ried without the danger of over¬ 
heating. 

Leaks In the water system nntu- 
Tally bring about •eduction of water 
supply and consequent excessive 
heating of what water remains. 

Quick Heating. 

Anything tending to Interfere with 
the free circulation of the water 
through the radiator or the water 
Jacket keeps the jacket water in con¬ 
tact with the hot cylinders too long, 
resulting in boiling of that water. 
Obstructions may be In the form of 
dirt or sediment In the radiator, 
disintegrated hose connection, which 
partially clog the passageways*, an 
obstruction of dirt or lumps or rusty 
material In the water Jacket. 

It Is quite possible for the ignition 
timing to be wrong, so that manipu¬ 
lation of the lever will not advance 
the spark enough to keep the engine 
cool. This Is a matter for an ignition 
mnn to correct, as It mny be due to a 
number of causes, the commonest be¬ 
ing a wrong setting of the timer or 
a maladjustment of the Interrupter 
points. 

One of the commonest causes of 
overheating is due to a slipping fan 
belt. It Is absolutely necessary for 
the fan to cause sufficient air draft 
to cool the water as It flows through 
the radiator. A slipping belt re¬ 
duces the fan speed and thus cuts 
down the draft. The belt should be 
taut but not tight. Tight belts usu¬ 
ally wear too fast and break, and they 
also wear the pulley bearings. 

Poor Mixture. 4 

A poor mixture, usually a rich one, i 
brings about overheating. Carbon in 
the cylinders also will cause the en¬ 
gine to heat rapidly, but at the same 
time the engine will lack power, knock 
Rnd generally perform poorly. If you 
get the whole combination of trouble 
Indicating engine debility and then 
get the overheating. It usually Is a 
sure indication of carbon. 

Any drag on the engine, causing It 
to overwork, is likely to cause over¬ 
heating. When the clutch slips the 
engine has to do more work to accom¬ 
plish a given set of results; also when 
the brakes drag. 

If the engine should overheat, ihe 
sooner It Is stopped the better. After 
stopping the engine, nllow it to cool 
for about ten or fifteen minutes; It 
depends upon how hot it is. Then 
add cold water slowly until the sys¬ 
tem Is full. Then start the engine 
aguln. noting through the radiator 
filler if there is circulation.

The first warm (lays often find us 
quite unprepared In the matter of 
clothes. This Is especially true after a 
cold, late spring such ns the one Just 
passed, which offered little Incentive 
to buying thin frocks. So, If we have 
delayed In our shopping, writes a 
prominent fashion correspondent, It 
means that we confront a real prob¬ 
lem—that of getting a suitable warm 
weather wardrobe together quickly. 

W« are realising moro and more the 
need of the practical combined with 
beauty In our clothes. The sensible 
woman, however, never sacrifices 
beauty to the purely practical. In the 
dark georgette crepe frocks we have 
this combination. No fabric bus yet 
been able to supplant the good, sub¬ 
stantial navy blue georgette crepe for 
wear on hot days, offering as It does 
the advantages of coolness and light¬ 
ness. 

There are those who, In their desire

The frocks themselves are 
Just little strnlghtllne affairs which 
tend to show off the beauty of the 
needlework. A great deal of care Is 
exercised In the selection of sashes for 
such dresses. Wonderful ribbons are 
chosen. 

The embroidered batiste robe Is 
given further elaboration by the Intro¬ 
duction of a lovely square mesh lace. 
A retnnrknhle ribbon Is used for the 
girdle. It Is about nn Inch wide nnd 
of three shades of blue, one running 
Into the other, giving the nppearnnee 
of three separate ribbons stitched to¬ 
gether. 

Another method of Introducing n 
bright-colored ribbon Into nn em¬ 
broidered batiste robe Is seen In a

FOODS FOR HOT WEATHER. 

When preparing the breakfast eofTee 
•n a hot morning, add enough to mnke 
two or three extra cup¬ 
fuls, which may be serv¬ 
ed for dinner at night, 
Iced, or for a cool drink 
at noon. There are so 
many kinds of cool 
drinks, from ieod tea, 
coffee and cocoa, to all 
the fruit Juices which 
one may put up at home, 
or purchase In the market. 

To mnke Iced eofTee, take the bever¬ 
age of the usual strength served when 
hot, add Ice nnd sugar and cream as 
desired for each glass. 

A chicken sandwich with a dish of 
head lettuce with n French dressing, 
or a more elaborate Thousand Isle 
dressing, makes a meal with a glnss of 
chilled milk or Iced tea, which Is suf¬ 
ficiently satisfying for the most exact¬ 
ing appetite. 

Lemon 8lrup.—Grate the rind of one 
lemon, add the Juice of six, with four 
cupfuls of sugar and two cupfuls of 
water. Boll all together for ten min¬ 
utes; cool and put Into a bottle In the 
Ice chest. When serving, pour a ltttle 
of the sirup Into a glass, add chipped 
Ice and fill the gluss with cold water. 
This Is such an easy way to have lem¬ 
onade always ready to serve. 

Gelatin Pie.—Bake a flaky crust on 
the bottom of a pie plate and, when 
cool, stir In a pint of any flavored gel¬ 
atin, benten until fonmy and thick. 
Cover with whipped cream und servo 
cut In the usual way. Let stand on Ice 
to become firm nnd Ice-cold before 
serving. 

Velvet Sherbet.—Take the Juice of 
three lemons, two cupfuls of sugar, a 
quart of rich milk and the grated rind 
of one lemon. Stir until the sugar is 
dissolved, then freeze as usual. This 
makes a most delicious frozen dish. 

Tomato Salad.—Arrange one thick 
slice of tomato for each cover on heart 
leafs of lettuce. Over the tomato 
heap very finely minced celery, cucum¬ 
ber and onion which lias been mixed 
with a French dressing to marinate. 
Top the salad with a small spoonful 
of mayonnaise and serve at once. 




Black Taffeta and Black Tulle Used 


Itlnck tnffetn nnd black tulle are 
used In a similar wny, the only ronl 
difference being In the skirt, which 
consists of four tiers of black tulle 
petals, so that the Idea of the four 
skirts Is carried out, hut entirely In 
the net.

Those loop 
draperies, brought out by Cherult 
earlier In the season, were looked upon 
by ninny as being exceedingly Imprac¬ 
tical. This, however, hns not proved 
true. They have been eminently suc¬ 
cessful In evening things. Wraps, ns 
well ns dresses, carry long loops of 


chiffon or silk. Like many new fash¬ 
ions they have been slow In gaining 
poptilnr favor, nnd It Is, nfter all, a 
credit to women's Judgment that they 
do not accept a new feature until 
they have given It due consideration. 
These loop dresses, which, like the 
Egyptian things, were slow of accept¬ 
ance, are likely to prove longtime fa¬ 
vorites—that Is, they will he seen 
among the autumn fashions, so that 
the woman who In the spring bought 
clothes featuring such draperies finds 
them quite ns fashionable now ns 
they were earlier In the season. 

The Cherult froek Is developed In 
a wonderful shade of pllnnt pink taf¬ 
feta. Here we see the Egyptian In¬ 
fluence as well ns the loop drapery. 
The very long bodice Is girdled with 
n sash mnde by twisting two vivid!.* 
contrasting shades of pink tulle nnd 
knotting them In n huge how nt the 
hack, the ends being allowed to trail 
off to several Inches below the hem 
of the skirt. A wispy hit of pink 
tulle edges the frill at the neck and 
a garland of flowers over one shoulder.

DISHES FOR OCCASIONS. 

When making cake for company 
try the following; 

White Cake.—Take one 
and one-half cupfuls of 
sugar, one-hnlf cupful of 
butter, one cupful of 
milk, the whites of four 
eggs, nnd two tenspoon- 
ftils of bnking powder 
sifted In one-hnlf cupful 
of flour. Cream the sugar 
nnd butter nnd add one 
nnd one-hnlf cupfuls of 
flour alternately with the 
milk, beating nnd mixing until smooth, 
then add the half cupful of flour sifted 
with the bnking powder. Fold In the 
stlflly beaten white the last thing. 
Bake In a loaf. 

Pineapple Pie.—I’repnre a rich pas¬ 
try nnd line a pie plnte. Fill with the 
following: One cupful of shredded 
pineapple, one tnbiespoonful of but¬ 
ter, the yolks of two eggs, one cupful 
of powdered sugar. Bent the sugar 
and butter to n cream, add the benten 
yolks nnd the pineapple. Cover with 
a meringue prepared from the whites, 
or they may he added before hnktug 
and the pie served with whipped 
cream. 

Imperial Mufflna.—Add one-fourth 
of a cupful of sugnr to one cupful of 
sonlded milk. When lukewarm add 
one-third of n yeast cake dissolved In 
one-fourth of n cupful of lukewarm 
water. Add one-half teaspoonful of 
salt and one nnd one-fourth cupfuls of 
flour. Cover nnd let rise over night. 
In the morning fill the buttered muffin 
rings two-thirds full. Let rise until 
the rings are full then hake thirty 
minutes In a hot oven. 

Mapla Parfalt. — Beat four eggs 
slightly and pour on slowly one cupful 
of hot nmple sirup. Cook until the 
mixture thickens then remove from 
the heat at once. Cool and add one 
pint of cream benten until stiff. But 
In a mold, and pack In Ice nnd salt. 
Let stand three to four hours. 

Mint Sanoaree.—Crush three sprays 
of mint with a lump of sugar. Put 
Into a glnss half full of crncked Ice. 
Add four tnblespoonfuls of grape Juice 
and fill the glass to the brim with 
charged water. Shake thoroughly and 
•train Into another glass. Serve gar- 
nlahed with a sprig of mint.

QUICK SOUPS. 

There are many occasions when a 
quick soup Is a great convenience. A 
stock pot Is help¬ 
ful but not. nec¬ 
essary and for a 
small family not 
practical. A good 
soup stock can he 
made of beef ex¬ 
tract and vege¬ 
tables of which 
the following Is good: 

Slice a large onion into a deep gran¬ 
ite dish, add a slice of turnip cut fine, 
a large carrot sliced, three stalks of 
celery, Including the tops, three dozen 
peppercorns, six cloves, n stick of 
cinnamon, three bay-leaves, the same 
of parsley, sage, thyme and summer 
savory. Fill the pan with cold water, 
bring to the boiling point and simmer i 
slowly until the vegetables ure well j 
cooked—about one and one-half hours 
Strain through a coarse muslin and j 
measure the liquor. For each quart add | 
one t#ispoonful of beef extract. Ids 
solve the extract in a little of the soup 
stock and add to the rest. Boll up J 
once and serve. From this stock aspic , 
Jelly may be prepared by using gela¬ 
tin. 

For corn soup add one cupful 01 
cooked corn that has been pressed I 
through a sieve to six cupfuls of the | 
stock. 

Carrot soup may he prepared In the 
same way, using one cupful of minced j 
carrots put through a sieve after cook¬ 
ing. Beans, pens, cabbage, onion or 
any vegetable may be used In the same 
proportion. 

Split Pea Soup.—Soak one cupful 
of split peas over night and boll un¬ 
til tender, then drain. Add a sliced 
carrot, a sliced onion, and half a tur¬ 
nip. Brown the vegetables In a little 
butter, cover with beef stock, hoi! up, 
rub through n sieve and re-heat. A 
ham bone or a little piece of salt pork 
may be cooked with the soup. 

Peach Soup.—Peel, stone and cut 
fine a quart of peaches. Break three 
or four of the stones, pound the ker¬ 
nels tine and add to the peaches, with 
sugar to taste. Cover with orange 
juice and one teaspoonful of almond 
extruet; let stand one hour, then put ! 
on Ice and serve very cold In sherbet ‘ 
cups, with cracked ice.

main dish for the men). 

— Some¬ 
time when you cannot

j cut the corn from half a dozen errs. 

I put Into a frying pan two tablespoon- 
! fuls of bacon fat nnd when hot turn 
| In the corn. Stir and cook, adding salt 
{ and pepper, adding more bacon fat If 
I needed. Canned corn Is very good 
I served In this manner. 

Raspberry and Currant Soup.— 

| Bring to the boiling point two cupfuls 
I enoh of raspberry nnd currant Juice, 
sweeten to taste, thicken with three 
tenspoonfuls of arrow root, smoothed 
In a little cold water. Add one table- 
spoonful of lemon Juice nnd serve 
cold. 

Any fruit such ns cherry, strawber¬ 
ry. pineapple or rhubarb may he pre¬ 
pared for a cooling fruit soup. 

Glngsr Punch.—Take a half-pound 
of Canton ginger, chop, add three 
tnblespoonfuls of sirup. Cook to¬ 
gether nnd cool one quart of water 
nnd one cupful of sugar 15 minutes 
with the ginger added; cool, strain, 
add one-hnlf cupful enoh of orange 
Juice nnd lemon Juice and one quart 
of ginger ale. Chill and serve. 

Lemon Soup—Add the Juice and 
grnted peel of n lemon to four cup- ' 
fuls of water. Bring to the boiling ! 
point nnd thicken with three ten ! 
spoonfuls of arrow root mixed In a lit- j 
tie cold water. Cook until smooth, j 
cool nnd serve with crncked Ice and 
hits of candled ginger In each glnss. 

Date Crumble*.—Take two eggs well 
beaten, one cupful of sugnr, one 
tablespoonfnl of flour, two teaspoon 
fuls of bnking powder, one cupful each 
of chopped dates and walnut meats 
Mix nil together and spread on two 
greased pie tins. Bake In a slow oven 
three-quarters of an hour. Crumble 
and serve In tall glasses topped with 
whipped crenm, or mix with whipped 
cream nnd serve.
